A DESCRIPTION OF 
New-England, by Captaine 
lohn Smith. 


N the moneth of Aprill, 1614. 
with two Ships from Landon, of 
eA a few Marchants, I chancedto ar- 
riue in New-Enpland, a parte of 
Anenca, at the Ile of Aanalug- 
| gan, in 43; of Northerly lati- 
tude: our plot was there to take VWhales and make 
tryalls of a Myne of Gold and Copper. If thoſe fai- 
led, Fiſh and Furres was then our refuge, to make 
our ſelues ſuuers howſocuer : we found this Whale- 
fiſning a coſtly concluſion: we ſaw many, and ſpent 
much time in chaſing them; but could not kill any: 
They becing a kinde of Tubartes, and not the 
Whale that yeeldes Finncs and Oyle as wee expec- 
ted. For our Golde, it was rather the Maſters de- 
vice to get a voyage that proiected it, then any 
knowledge hee had at all of any ſuch matter. Fiſh 
& Furres was now our guard: & by our late arriual, 
and long lingring about the Whale, the prime of 
both thoſe ſeaſons were paſt ere wee perceiued it; 
we thinking that their ſerued at all _ :

2 The deſcription of New England, 
but wee found it otherwiſe ; for, by the midſt 
of Tune, the fiſhing failed. Vet in Iuly and Auguſt 
ſome was taken, but not ſufficient co defray ſo great · 
a charge as our ſtay required. Of dry fiſh we made 
about 45000. of Cor fiſh about 7000. Whileſt 
the ſailers ſiſned, my ſelfe with eight or nine others 
of them might beſt bee ſpared; Ranging the coaſt 
in a ſmall boat, ee got for trifles neer 1 100 Beuer 
skinnes, 100 Martins, and neer as many Orcers; 
and the moſt of them within the diſtance of twen 

leagues. We ranged the Coaſt both Eaſt and Wel 
much furder; but EaſtwWards our commodities were 
not eſteemed, they were ſo neare the French who a- 
fords them better : and right againſt vs in the Main 
was a Ship of Sir Frances Popphames, that had there 
ſuch acquaintance, hauing many yeares vſed onely 

that porte, that the moſt parte there was had b 
him. And 40 leagues weſtwards were two French 
Ships, that had made therea great voyage by trade, 
during the time wee tryed thoſe concluſions, not 
knowing the Coaſt, nor Saluages habitation. Wich 
theſe Furres, the Traine, and Cor-fiſh I returned 
for England in the Bark: where within ſix monthes 
after our departure from the Downes, we ſafe arriued 
back. The beſt of this fiſh was ſolde for five pound 
the hundreth, the reſt by ill vſage betwixt three 
pound and fifty ſhillings. The other Ship ſtaied to 
fic herſelfe for Sie wich the dry fiſh which was 
fould, by the Sailers reporte that returned, at forty 
ryalls the quintall, each hundred weighing two 
quintalls and a balfc.

New England is that part of America in the O- The gruxion 

cean Sea oppoſite to Nu Albyow in the South of New bog. 
Sea; diſcouercd by the moſt memorable Sir Fran- 
cis Drake in his voyage about the worlde. In re- 
garde whereto this is ſtiled New Engized, beeing 
in the ſame latitude. New France, off it, is Notch- 
ward: Southwardes is Yirginia, and all the ad- 
joyning Continent, with New Granado, New Spain, 
New Andolofia and the Weſt Indies. Now becaule 
I have beene lo oft asked ſuch ſtrange queſtions, of 
the goodneſle and greatneſſe of thoſe ſpatious 
Tracts of land, how they can bee thus long vn- 
known, or not poſſeſſed by the Spaniard, and ma- 
ny ſuch like demands; I intreat your pardons, if 
I chance to be too plaine, or tedious in relating 
my knowledge for plaine ment ſatisfaction. 

Florida is the next adioyning tothe Ades, which Notes of Flo: 
vnproſperouſly was attempted to bee planted | 
the French, A Country farre biggerthen England, 

Scotland, France and Ireland, yet little knowne to 
any Chriſtian, but by the wonderful endeuours of 
Ferdinando de Soto a valiant Spaniard: whoſe wri- 
tings in this age is the beſt guide knowne to ſearch 
thoſe parts. 
Virginia is no Ile (as many doe imagine) but Notes of vic. 
art of the Continenc adioyning to Florida; whole B. 

unds may be ſtretched to the magnitudethere- 
of without offence to any Chriſtian inhabitant. 
For from the degrees of 30. to 45. his Maieſtie 
hath granted his Letters patents, the Coaſt exten- 


ding South-weſt and North-caſt aboute 1500 
B2 miles,

miles; bur to follow ic aboard, the ſhore may well 
be 2000. at the leaſt : of which, 20. miles is the 
molt giues entrance into the Bay of Chiſapeat, 
where is the Zowden plantation: within which is 
a Country(as you may percciue by the deſcription 
ina Booke and Map printed in my name of that 
little I there diſcouered) may well ſuftice 3 00000 
people to inhabir. And Southward adioyneth 
that part diſcouered at the charge of Sic Water 
Rawley, by Sir Ralph Lane, and that learned Ma- 
thematician M.. Thomas Her hat. Northward ſix or 
ſeauen degrees is the Riuer Sadagabock, where was 
lanted the Weſterne Colony, by that Honoura- 
Patrone of vertue Sir ahm Poppham Lord chief 
Iuſtice of EAglad. Ther is allo a relation prin. 
ted by Captaine Bartholomew Goſnould, of Eliza. 
beths lies: "_ an _y ne of 
Pemmagaid, From all t iligent obſeruers, po- 
ſterity may be bettered by the fruits of their la- 
bours. But for diuers others that long before and 
lince haue ranged choſe parts, wichin a kenning 
fomerimes. of the ſhore, ſome. touching in one 
place ſome in another, I muſt entreat them pardon 
me for omitting them; or if I offend in ſaying 
that their true deſcriptions are concealed, or neuer 
well obſerued, or died with che Authors: ſo that 
the Coaſt is yet ſtill but euen as a Coaſt vnknowne 
and vndiſcouered. I haue had fix or ſeauen ſeuerall 
plors of thoſe Northren parts, ſo vnlike each to 
other, and moſt ſodiffering from any true propor- 
tion, or reſemblance ofche.Countrey, as they did 
me

mee no more good, then ſo much waſte paper, 
though they coſt me more. It may be it was not 
my chance to ſee the beſt ; but leaſt others may be 
deceiued as [ was,or throgh dangerous ignorance 
hazard themſelues as I did, I haue drawen a 
Map from Point to Point, Ile to Ile, and Harbour 
to Harbour, with the Soundings, Sands, Rocks, & 
Land-marks as I paſſed cloſe aboard the Shore in a 
little Boat; although there bemany things to bee 
obſerued which the haſte of other affaires did cauſe 
me omit: for, being ſent more to get preſent com- 
modities, then knowledge by diſcoueries for any 
future good, I had not power to ſearch as I would: 

tic will ſerue to direct any ſhall goe that waies, 
to ſafe Harbours and the Saluages habitations: 
What marchandize and commodities for their la- 
bour they may finde, this following diſcourſe ſhall 
plainely demonſtrate. 

Thus you may ſee, of this 2000. miles more 
then halfc is yet vaknowne to any purpoſe : no not 
ſo muchas the borders of the Sea are yet certainly 
diſcouered. As for the goodnes and true ſubſtan- 
ces of the Land, wee are for moſt part yet altoge- 
ther ignorant of them, vnleſſe it bee thoſe parts a- 
bout the Bay of Chiſapeack and Sagadabock: but 
onely here and there wee touched or haue ſeene a 
little the edges of thoſe large dominions, which 
doe ſtretch themſelues into the Maine, God doth 
know how many thouſand miles; whereof we can 
yet no more ĩudge, then a ſtranger that ſaileth be- 
ty ixt England and France can deſcribe the Harbors

and dangers by landing here or there in ſome Ri- 
uer or Bay, tellthereby the goodneſſe and ſubſtan- 
ces of Spaine, Italy, Germany, Bohemia, Hungaria & 
the reſt. By this you may perceive how much they 
erre, that think cuery one wen hath bin at Yirgimia 
vnderſtandeth or knowes what Vginis is: Or that 
the Spaniards know one balfe quarter of thoſe Ter- 
ritories they poſſeſſeʒ ud, not ſo much as the true 
circumference of Terra incognita, whole large do- 
minions may equalize the greatneſſe and goodnes 
of America, for any thing yet known. lt is ſtrange 
wich whac (mall power hee hath raigned may 
Ea# Indes; and few will vnderſtand the truth of 
his ſtrength in America: where he having ſo much 
co keepe with ſuch a pampered force, they necde 
not greatly feare his furie, in the Bermadas, 
Virginia, New France , or New England; beyond 
whoſe bounds America doth ſtretch many 
thouſand miles: into the frozen partes whereof 
one Maſter Hu:/on an Engliſh Mariner did make 
the greateſt diicouerie of any Chriſtian I knowe 
of, where he vnfortunately died. For Africa, had 
nor the induſtrious Portugales ranged her vn- 
knowne parts, who would haue ſought for wealth 
among thoſe fryed Regions of blacke brutiſh No- 
gers, where notwichſtanding all the wealth and ad- 
mirableaduentures & endeauours morethen 140 
eares, they knowe not one third of thoſe blacke 
bications. Zut it is nota worke for euery one, to 
manage ſuch an affaire as makes a diſcouerie, and 
plants a Colony It requires all the beſt parts of

Art, Iudgement, Courage, Honeſty,Coſtancy, Di- 
ligence and Induſtrie, to doe but necre well. Some 
are more proper for one thing then another; and 
therein are to de imployed: and nothing breedes 
more confuſion then miſplacing and miſimploy- 
ing men in their vndercakings. Columbus, Cortez, 
Pitzars, Soto, Mag ellanes, and the reſt ſerued more 
thena prenciſhip to learne how to begin their moſt 
memorable attempts in the e Indes: which to 
the wonder of all ages ſuccesfully they effected, 
when many hundreds of others farre aboue them 
inthe worlds opinion, beeing inſtructed but by re- 
lation, came to ſhame and confuſion in actions of 
{mall moment, who doubtleſſe in other matters, 
were both wiſe, diſcreet, generous, and couragi- 
ous. I ſay not this to detract any thing from their 
incomparable merits, but to anſwer thoſe queſti- 
onleſſe queſtions that keep vs back from imitating 
the worthineſſe of their braue ſpirits that aduan- 
ced themſelues from poore Souldiers to great Cap- 
taines, their poſterity togreat Lords, their King to 
be one of the greateſt Potentates on earth, and the 
fruites of their labours, his greateſt glory, power

ger time then I had, to be well diſcouered. 

T he principall habitation North ward we were 
e at, was Pennobſcot:Southward along the Coaſt and 
Govcroments, vp the Riuers we found Auecadacut, Segocket, Pem- 

maquid, Nuſconcus, Kenebeck, Sagadahock, and Au- 
mongbeamgen; And to thoſe Countries belong the 
people of Segotage, Paghbumanuck , Pocopaſſum, 
Taughtanakagnet, [Warbigganus, Naſſaque, Maſhere- 
ſqueck, Wawrigweck, Moſhoquen, Wakcogo, Pasſhara- 
wack, (rc.

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diverſe Townes and people belonging; and by 
their felations and deicriptions, more then 20 
fcucrall Habuatons and Kiuers that ſtretch them- 
ſe lues tat re vp into the Countrey, euen to the bor- 
ders of diverſe gieat Lakes, here they kill and 
take moſt of then Feuers and Otters. From Pew- 
nobſcot to Sagadahock this Coaſt is all Mountainous 
and {i.s of huge Rocks, but ouergrowen with all 
ſorts of excellent good woodes toi building hou- 
ſes, boats, barks or ſhippes; with an incredible a- 
bundance of moſt ſorts of fiſh, much fowle, and 
ſundry forts of good truues for mans vic. 


Bet Sagadahoct and Sowocatuck there is but The mixure 


two or three tandy Bayes, but bet wixt that and 
Cape Cod very many: eipecialy the Coaſt of the 
Maſſachuſets is ſo indifferently mixed with high 
clay ie or ſandy cliffes in one place, & then tracts of 
lage long ledges of divers torts, and quarries of 
ones in other places ſo ſtrangely diuided with 
tinctured veines of diuers colours: as, Free tone 
for building, Slate for tiling, {ſmooth ſtone to 
make Fornacesand Forees for glatle or iron, and 
iron ore ſufhcicnc, conveniently to melt in them: 
but the moſt part lo rclembleth the Coaſt of De- 
nonſſ ire, | thinke moſt of the cliffes would make 
ſuch lime: ſtone: If they be not of theſe qualities, 
they are io hke, they may deceiue a better iudge- 

ment then mine; all which are ſuneere adioyning 

to thoſe other aduantages 1 obſerucd in theſe 

parts, that if the Ote proue as good iron & ſteele 


in thoſe parts, as l know it is within che bounds of 
the 


ioyle, 
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the Countrey, l dare engage my head ( having but 
men skilfoll to worke the ſimples there grow- 
ing) to haue all things belonging to the building 
the rigging of ſhippes of any proportion, and 
and good marchandize for the fraught, within a 
ſquare of 10 or 14 leagues: and were it fora good 
rewarde, I would not teare to prooue it in a leſſe 
limitation. 

And ſurely by reaſon of thoſe ſandy cliffes and. 
cliffes of rocks, both which we ſaw ſo planted with 
Gardens and Corne fields, and ſo well inhabited 
with a goodly, ſtrong and well proportioned peo- 
ple, beſides the greatneſſe of the Timber growing 
on them, the greatneſſe of the iſh and the mode- 
rate temper of the ayre (for of twentie ſiue, not a- 
ny was ſicke, but two that were many yeares dif- 
caſed beſore they went, notwithſtanding our bad 
lodging and accidentall diet) who can but ap- 
prooue this a moſt excellent place, both for health 
& fertility ? And of all the foure parts of the world 
that I haue yet ſeene not inhabited, could I haue 
but meanes to tranſport a Colonic, { would rather 
live here then any where: and if it did not main- 
taine if ſelſe, were wee but once indifferently well 
fitted, let vs ſtarue. | 

The maine Staple, from hence to bee extracted 
for the preſent to produce the reſt, is fiſh; which 
howcuert ic may ſeeme a mean and a baſe commo- 
ditĩe: yet who who ill but truely cake the pains 
and conſider the ſequell, I chinke will allow ic well 
worth the labour, It is ſirangs to ſee what great 


aducn 
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aduentures the hopes of ſetting forth men of war 
to rob the induſtrious innocent, would procure; 


or ſuch maſsie promiſes in groſſe: though more 
are choked then well fedde with ſuch haſtie hopes. 


But who doth not know that che poore Hollan- x1, 5 
ders, chiefly hy fiſhing, at a great charge and la- ders thing, 


bour in all weathers in the open Sea, are made a 
people ſo hardy, and induſtrious ? and by the 
venting this poore commodity to the Eaſterlinges 
for as meane, which is Wood, Flax, Pitch, Tarre, 
Rofin, Cordage, and ſuch like (which they ex- 
change againe, to the French, Spaniards, Portu- 
pales, and Engliſh, &c. for what they want) are 
made ſo mighty, ſtrong and rich, as no State 
but Venice, of twice their magnitude, is (0 
well furniſhed with ſo many faire Cities, goodly 
Townes, ſtrong Fortreſſes, & that aboundance of 
ſhipping and all ſorts of marchandize, as well of 
Golde, Siluer, Pearles, Diamonds, Precious ſtones, 
Silkes, Veluets, and Cloth of golde; as Fiſh, Pitch, 
Wood, or ſuch groſſe commodities? What Voy- 
ages and Diſcoueries, Eaſt and Weſt, North and 
South, yea about the world, make they ? What 
an Army by Sca and Land, haue they long main- 
rained indeſpite of one of the greateſt Princes of 
the world? And neuer could the Spaniard wich 
all his Mynes of goldeand Siluer, pay his debts, 
his friends, & army, halfe ſo truly, as the Hollan- 
ders ſtil haue done by this contemptible trade of 
fiſh. Diuers (I know) may alledge,many other alsi- 
ſtances: But this is their Myne; and the Sea the 
2 ſource 
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ſource of thoſe ſiluered ſtreames of all their ver- 
tue; which hath made them now the very mira- 
cle ofinduftric, the pattern of perfection for thele 
affaires: and the benefic of fiſning is that Primum 
mobile that turnes all their Spreres tothis height of 
plentie, ſtrength, honour and admiration. 
Herring, Cod, and Ling, is that triplicitie that 
males their wealth & ſhippings moltiplicitics, ſuch 
as it is, and from which (few would chinlec it) hey 
. 


Whichis blies Nearly draw at leaſt one million & a halfcof poun 
bundied tbou ſtarling; yet it is moſt eertaine (it records be true): 
land pound. and in this faculty they are ſo naturaliaed, and of 


their vents ſo certainely acquainted, as there is no 
likclihood they will euer bee paralleld, having 2 
or 3000 Buſſes, Flat bottomes, Sword pinks, 
Todes, and fuck like, thasbtcedes them Say lers, 
Mariners, Souldiers and Marchants, neuer to be 
wrought out of that trade, and fi for any other. 
I will not deny but others may gauine us well ag 
they, that. ill vic ir, though not ſo certainely, nor 
ſo much in quantity; for want of experience And 
this Herring they take vpon the Coalt of Scan 
aud England: their Cod and Ling, vpou the Coaſt 
of Ieland and in the North Seas. Es 
Hamborough, & the Eait Countries, for Seurgion 
and Cauiare, gets many thouſ1ads ot pounds from 
England, and the Strautes: Portugale, the Biikaines, 
and che Spaniards, make 40 or 55 Saile yeately 
to Cape-blank. ro zooke for P wgos, Mulice, and 
male Pwuttardo:and New ſound Land doth yearely 
fraught neere Boo lay le of Ships wich afi.lic leane 
| skinny 
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$kinny Poore-Iohn, and Cortiſh, which at leaſt 
yemely amounts to 3 or 400055pound. If from 
all thoſe parts ſuch paines is taken for this poore 
gaines uf fiſh, and by chem hath neither mente, 
drinke,nor clothes, wond, iron, nor ſteele, pitch, 
tarre, nets, lcadcs, ſalt, hookes, nor lines, for 
ſhipping. fiſhing, nor pio aiſion, but at the ſecond, 
third, fourth, or fift hand, draw ne from ſo many 
ſouerall parts of the world ere they come together 
to be vicd in this voyage: If theſe I ſay can gaine; 
and the Saylers live going for ſhares, leflc then 
the third part of their labours, and yer ſpend as 
much time in going and comming, as in ſtaying 
there, ſo ſhort is the ſeaſon of fiſhing; why 
ſhould wee more doubr, then Holland, Portugale, 
Spaniard, French, or other, but to doe much bet- 
ter · then they, where thete is victuall to feede vs, 
wood of all ſorts, co build Boats, Ships, orBarksz 
the fith at our doorcs, pitch, tare, miſts, yards, 
and moſt of other necetlaries onely for making}? 
And here are no hard [Landlords to racke vs with 
high rents, or extorted fines to conſume us, no tedi- 
ous pleas in law to conſume vs with their many 
years diſputations for luſlice: no multitudes to 
occaſion luch impediments to good orders, as in 
popular States. So freely hath God & his Maicſty 
beſtowed thoſe blet>ings on the that will attempt 
to obtaine them, as herecuery man may be maſter 
aud owner of his owne lubour and land; or the 
gteateſt part in a ſmall time. If hee haue nothing 
but his hands, he may ſer vp this ttade; and by in-

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duſtrie quickly grow rich ; ſpending but halfethar 
time wel. wen in England weabule in idlenes, worſe 
or as ill. Here is ground alſo as good as any lyeth in 


the height of forty one, forty two, forty three, &c. 


which is as temperate and as fruitſull as any other 


paralell in the world. As for example, on this ſide 


the line Weſt ol it in the South Sca, is Nava Al- 
bios, diſcouered as is ſaid, by Sir Francs Drake. 
Eaſt from it, is the moſt temperate part of Por- 
tugale, the ancient kingdomes of Galaxia, Birkey, 


Nanwarre, Arragon, Catalonia , Caſtilia the olde, 


and the moſt moderateſt of Caſtilia the new, and 
Yalemia, which is the greateſt part of Spain: which 
if the Spaniſh Hiſtories bee true, in the · Romances 
time abounded no leſſe with golde and ſiluer 
Mines, then now the [#e# indics; The Romanes 
then vſing the Spaniards to work in thoſe Mines, 
as now the Spaniard doth the Indians. 

In France, the Prouincesof Gaſconie, Largadect, 


Avignon, Proxince, Dolphine, Pyamont, and Turyne, 


are in the ſame paralel: which are the beſt & richeſt 
parts of France. In Italy, the prouinces of Genua, 
Lumbardy, & Verona, with a great part of the moſt 
famous Sate of Venice, the Dukedoms of Banonia, 
Auntus, Ferrara, Ravenna, Bolognia, Florence, Piſa, 


Sienna, Vrbine, Ancona, and the ancient Citie and 
Countrey of Rome, with a great part of the great 
Kingdome of Naples. In Slaxonia, Iſtrya, and Dal- 
matia, with the Kingdomes of Albania. In Gre- 


cia, that famous Kingdome of Macedonia, Bulga- 
ria, Theſſalia, Thracia, or Romania, where is 5 
the 
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the moſt pleaſant and plẽtifull Citie in Europe, Con- 
ftaniinople. In A ſia allo, in the ſame latitude, are 
the temperateſt parts of Natalia, Armenia, Perſia, 
and China, beſides diuers other large Countries 
and Kingdomes in theſe moſt milde and temperate 
Regions of Aſia. Southw ard, in the ſame height, 
is the richeſt of golde Mynes, Chily and Baldiuia, 

& the mouth of the great River of Plate, &c: for all 
the reſt of the world in that height is yet vnknown. 
Beſides theſe reaſons, mine owne eyes that haue 
ſeene a great part of thoſe Cities and their King- 
domes, as well as it, can finde no aduantage they 
haue in nature, but this, They are beautified by the 
long labour and diligence of induſtrious people 
and Art. This is onely as God made it, when he 
created the worlde. Therefore I conclude, if the 
heart and intralls of thoſe Regions were ſought : 
if their Land werecultured, planted and manured 
by men of induſtrie, iudgement, and experience; 
what hope is there, or what neede they doubt, 
having thoſe aduantages of the Sea, but it might 
equalize any of choſe famous Kingdomes, in all 
commodities, pleaſures, and conditions? ſeeing e- 
uen the very edges doe naturally afford vs ſuch 
plenty, as no ſnip need returne away empty: and 
onely vſe but the ſeaſon of the Sea, fiſh will returne 
an honeſt gaine, beſide all other aduantages; her 
treaſures hauing yet neuer beene opened, nor her 
originalls waſted, conſumed, nor abuſed.

Of certaine red berries called Alkermes which 
is worth ten ſhillings a pound, but of theſe hath 
been ſould for thirty orforty ſhillings the pound.

Of the Musk Rat may bee weil raiſcd gaines, 
well worth their labour, that will endeuor to make 
tryall of their goodneſſe. 

Of Beuers, Octers, Martins, Blacke Foxes, and 
Furres of price, may yearely be had 6 or 7000: 
and if the trade ofthe French were prevented, ma- 
ny more: 25000 this yeate were brought from 
thoſe Northren pazes into France; of which trade 
we may _ as good part as the French, if we take

Of Myne of Golde and Silver, Copper, and 
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probabilities of Lead, Chriſtall and Allum, I eould 
lay much if relations were good aſſurances. It is 
true indeed, I made many trials according to thoſe 
inſtructions I had, which doc perſwade mee I need 
not deſpaire, but there are metalls in- che Coun- 
trey: but I am no Alchymiſt, nor will promiſe 
more then Iknow: which is, Who will vndertake 
the reQifying of an Iron forge, if thoſe that buy 
meate, drinke, coals, ore, and all neceſſaries ata a 
deer rate gaine; where all theſe things are to be had 
for the taking vp.in my opinion cannot loſe. 
Of woods ſeeing there is ſuch plenty ofall ſores, 
if thoſe that build ſhips and boates, buy wood at 
ſo great a price, as it is in England, Spaine, Francey 
Aaly, and Holland, and all other proviſions: for 
the nouriſhing of mans life; line well by their 
trade: when labour is all required to take thoſe ne- 
ceſſaries without any other tax; what hazard will 
be here, but doe much better? And what com- 
moditie in Eurape doth more decay then wood? 
For the goodneſſe of the ground, let vs take it fer- 
till, or barren, or as. it is: ſeeing it. is certaine it 
beares fruites, to nouriſh and feed man and beaſt, 
as well as England, and the Sea thoſe ſeuerall 
ſorts of fiſh I haue related. Thus ſeeing all good. 
proviſions for mans ſuſtenance, may with this fa- 
cility be had, by a little extraoi dinarie labour, till.

But, to returne a ſittle more to the particulars o. 

of this Countrey, which I intermingle thus with tries — 
my proĩects mh reaſons, not being ſo ſufficiently lr, andtheir 
yet acquainted in thoſe parts, to write fully che 099% 
eſtate of che Sea, the Ayre, the Land, the Fruites, 

the Rocks, the People, the Gouernment, Religion, 
Territories, and Limitations, Friends, and Foes: 

but, as I gathered from the niggardly relations in a 

broken language to my vnderſtanding, during 

the time I ranged choſe Countries &c; I he moſt 
Northren part I was at, was the Bay of Pennob- 
ſcot, which is Eaſt and Weſt, North and South, 

more then ten leagues:but ſuch were my occaſions, . 

I was conſtrained to be ſatisfied of them I found 

in the Bay, that the Riuer ranne farre vp into the 

Land, and was well inhabited with many people, 

but they were from their habitations, either fiſh- 
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ing among the Iles, or hunting the Lakes and 
- Woods, for Deer and Beuers. T he Bay is full of 
lands, ofonc, two, ſix, eight, or ten miles in 
length, which diuides it into many faire and excel- 
lent good harbours. On che Eaſt of it, are the Tar. 
rautines, their mortall enemies, Where inhabit the 
French, as they report that liue with choſe people. 
as one nation or family. And Northweſt of Fen- 
nabſcat is ¶Meraad acut, at the foot of a high moun- 
taine, a kinde of fortreſſe againſt the Tarrantines, 
adioyning to the high mountaines of Pennobſcor 
inſt whoſe feet doth beat the Sea: But overall | 
Land, lles, or other impediments, you may 
well ſee them ſixteene or eighteene leagues from 
their ſituation, Segocket is the next;then Nuſconcuc, 
Pemmaguid and Sagadahock. Vp this Riuer where 
vas the Weſterne plantation arc Anumuckcawgen, 
Kinnebeck, and diuers others, where there is plan- 
ted ſome corne fields. Along this River 400or 50 
miles, I aw nothing but great high cliffes of bar- 
ren Rocks, ouergrowne with wood: but where 
the Saluages dwolt there the ground is exceeding 
fat & fertill. Weſtward of this Riuer, is the Coun- 
trey of Auciſeu, in the bottome of a large deepe 
Bay, full of many great Iles, which diuides it into 
many good harbours. Sewecoruck is the next, in 
the edge of a large ſandy Bay, which hath many 
Roeles and Iles, but few good harbours, but for 
Barks, L yet know. But all this Coaſt to Pennob- , 
Lot, and as farre I could ſee Eaſtward of it is no- 
thing but ſuch high craggy Cliffy Rocks & my 
| les, 
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Hes that I wondered ſuch great trees could growe 
vpon lo hard foundations. It is a Countrierather 
to affright, then delight one. And how to deſcribe a 
more plaine ſpectacle of deſolation or more barren 
Iknowe not. Vet the Sea there is the ſtrangeſt fiſh» 
pond I euer ſaw ; and thoſe barren Iles ſo furniſhed 
with good woods, ſprings, fruits, fiſh, and foule, 
that it makes mee thinke though the Coaſt be roc- 
kie, and thus affrightable; che Vallies, Plaines, and 
and interior parts, may well (norwichſtanding) be 
vcrie fertile. But there is no kingdome lo fertile hath 
not ſome part barren : and New England is great e- 
nough,to make many Kingdomes and Countries, 
were it all inhabited, As you paſle the Coaſt till 
Weſtward, Accominticus and Paſſataquack are two 
conuenient harbors for ſmall batkss anda good 
Countrie, within their craggie cliffs. Angaam is the 
next; This place might content a right curious 
iudgement: but there are many ſands at the en- 
trance of the harbor: and the worſt is, it ĩs inbay- 
ed too farre from the deepe Sea. Heere are many 
riſing hilles, and on their tops and deſcents many 
corne fields, and delightfull groues. On the Eaſt, 
is an Ile of two or three leagues in length; the one 
halfe, plaine moriſh graſſe fit for paſture, with ma- 
ny faire high groucs of mulberrie trees gardens: 
and there is alſo Okes, Pines, and other woods to 
make this place an excellent habication, beeing a 
goodand ſafe harbor. . 
Naimkeck though it be more rockie ground (for 
Angoam is ſandie) not much inferiorʒz neither for the 
: E harbor 
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harbor, nor any thing I could percciue, bur the 
multitude of people. From hence doth ſtretch in- 
tothe Sea the faire headland Tragabigzanda,fronted 
with three [les called the three Turłs head: to the 
North of this, doch enter a great Bay, where wee 
found e ſome habitations and corne fields: they re · 
port a great Riuer, and at leaſt thirtie habitations. 
doo poſſeſſe this Countrie. But becauſe the French 
had got their Trade, l had no leaſure to diſcouer it. 
The lles of Aattahunts are on the Weſt ſide of this 
Bay, where are many Iles, and queſtionleſſe good 
harbors : and then the Countric of the Maſſachu- 
ſees, which is the Paradiſe of all thoſe parts: for, 
heereare many Iles all planted with corne; groues, 
mulberrics, ſaluage gardens, and good harbors: 
the Coaſt is for the moſt part, high clayie ſandie 
cliffs. The Sea Coaſt as you paſſe, ſhewes you all 
along large corne fields, and great troupes of well 
proportioned. people: but the French having re- 
mained heere neere ſixe weekes, left nothing, for vs 
to take occaſion to examine the inhabitants relati- 
ons, vic. if there be neer three thouſand people vp- 
on thele Illes; and that the Riuer doth pearce many 
daies iourneies the intralles of that Countrey. We 
found the people in thoſe parts verie kinde; but in 
their furie no leſſe valiant. For, vpona quarrell wee 
had with one of them, hee onely with three others 
croſſcd the harbor of Quanahaſait io certaine rocks 
whereby wee muſt paſſe; and there let flie their ar- 
rowes for our ſhot, till we were out of danger. 
Then come you to Accomact, an excellent good 
; harbor, 
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harbor, good land; and no wane of any thing, but 
induſtrious people. After much kindneſſe, vpon a 
ſmall occaſion, wee fought alſo with ſortie or fif- 
tie of thoſe: though ſome were hurt, and ſome 
ſlaine; yet within an houre after they became 
friendes. Cape Cod is the next preſents ic ſelfe: 
which is onely a headland of high hils of ſand,over- 
growne with ſhrubbie pines, hurts, and ſuch traſh; 
but an excellent harbor for all weathers. This Cape 
is made by the maine Sea on the one ſide, and a 
great Bay on the other in forme of a ſickle: on it 
doth inhabit the people of Pawmet : and in the bot- 
tome of the Bay, the people of Chawum. Towards 
the South and Southweſt of this Ce, is found a 
long and dangerous ſhoale of ſands and rocks. But 
ſo farre as I incircled it, I found thirtie fadom wa- 
ter aboard the ſhorc, and a ſtrong current: which 
makes mee thinke there is a Channell about this 
ſhoale; where is the beſt and greateſt fiſh to be had, 
Winter and Summer, in all that Countrie. But, the 
Saluages ſay there is no Channell, but that the 
ſhoales beginne from the maine at Pawmer, to the 
Ile of Nauſit; and ſo extends beyond their know- 
ledge into the Sea. The next to this is Capawack, 
and thoſe abounding Countries of copper, corne, 
people, and mineralls ; which I went to diſcouer 
this laſt yeare: but becaule I miſcarried by the way, 
I vill leaue them, till God pleaſe I haue betterac- 
quaintance with them. 


The Maſſachuſets, they report, ſometimes haue , , 
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alwaies friends with them of Chawanand their alli- 
ants : but now. they are all friends, and havecach 
trade with other, ſo fatre as they haue ſocietie, on 
each others frontiers. For they make no ſuch voia- 
ges as from Pennobkot to Cape Cod; ſeldom to Maſ- 
ſachewſet.. In the North (as I haue ſaid) they be- 
ne to plant corne, w hereof the South part hath 
fach plentie, as they haue what they will from 
them of the North 3 and in the Winter much 
more plenty of fiſh and foule: but both Winter 
and Summer hath it in the one part or other all the 
yeare; being the meane and moſt indifferent tem- 
per, bet / ixt heat and colde, of all the regions be- 
twirt the Lyne andthe Pole: but the furs North- 
ward are much better, and in much more plentie, 
then Southward. | 
Thercmarkeableſt Iles & moumains for Land- 
markes arethcic;The higheſt lle is Sorico,in the Bay 
of Pennobsket : but the three Iles and a rock of A4 · 
tinnack are much furder in the Sea; Metinicus is al- 
ſo three plaine Hes & a rock, betwixt it & AMenahi- 
gan: Monalugan is a rounde high Ilea and cloſe by 
it Monams, betu ixt which is a {ma!] harbor where 
we ride. In Damerils Iles is ſuch another.: Sagada- 
hock is knowne by Satqain, and foure or fiue Illes 
in che mouth. Smyths Ilesare a hcape together, 
none neere them, againſt Accaminticus. The three 
Turks heads are three lles ſeen fur to Sea · ward in 
regard of the headland. | 
Tbecheefe headlands are onely Cape Tragabig- 
z4nda and Cape Cod, 
| The 
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The cheefe mountaines, them of Peunobſcot: 
the twinkling mountaine of Aucociſco; the greate 
mountaineot. Saſanou and the high mountaine of 
Miſſachuſit: each of which you ſhall finde in the 
Mappe; cheir places, formes, and altitude. The 
waters are moſt pure, proceeding from the intrals 
of rockic mountaines; the hearbes and fruits are Heads. 
of many ſorts and kindes: as alkermes, currans, or 
a fruit like currans,mulberries, vines, reſpices, gool- 
berries, plummes, walauts, cheſnuts, ſmall nuts, 

&c. pumpions, gourds, ſtrawberries, beans,peaſe, 

and mayzcza kinde or t o of flax, Where withthey 

make nets, lines and ropes both ſmall and great, 

verie ſtrong for their quantities. | 

Ole, is the chicfe wood; of which there is great Woods. 
difference in regard of the ſoyle where it groweth. 
firre, pyne, walnut, cheſuut, birch, aſh, elme, 
cypreſſe, ceder, mulberrie, plumtree, bazell, ſaxe - 
frage. and many other ſorts. 

Eagles, Gripes, diuerſe ſorts of Hwkes,; Cranes; gras. 
Geelc, Brants, Cormorants, Ducks, Sheldrakes, 
Teale, Meawes, Gals, Turkies, Diue · doppers, and 
many other ſorts, whoſe names I knowe not. | 

Whales, Grampus, Porkpiſces, Turbut, Sturgi- Fine. 
on, Cod, Hake, Haddock, Cole, Cusk, or (mall 
Ling, Shark, Mackerel], Herring, Muller, Bale, Pi- 
nacks, Cunners, Pearch, Eels, Crabs, Lobſtcrs, 
Muskles, Wilkes, Oyſters, and diuerſe others &c. 

Moos, a beaſt bigger then a Staggeʒ deere, red, and pecans, 
Fallow; Beuers, Wolues, Foxes, both blacke and 
other; Aroughcongs, Wild- cats, Beares, Otters, 

E3 | Mar: 
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Martins, Fitches, Muſquaſſus, & diuerſe ſorts of 
vermine, whoſe names I know not. All theſe and 
diuet ſe other good things do heere, for want of 
vſe, ſtill increaſe, & decreaſe with little diminution, 
whereby they growe to that abundance. You ſhall 


ſcarce finde any Baye, ſhallow ſhore, or Coue of 
land, where you may not take many Clampes, or 
Lobſters, or both at your pleaſure, and in many 
places lode your boat if you pleaſe; Nor Iles where 
you finde nor fruits, birds, crabs,and muskles, or 
all of them, for caking,atalowe water. And in the 
harbors we frequented, a little boyc might rake of 
Cunners, and Pinacks, and ſuch delicate fiſh, ac 
the ſhips ſterne, more then ſixe or tenne can eate in 
a daie; but with a caſting· net, thouſands when wee 
pleaſed : and ſcarce any place, but Cod, Cuske, 
Holybut, Mackerell, Scate, or ſuch like, a man may 
take with a hoołe or line what he will. And, in di- 
uerſe ſandy Baies, a man may draw / wich a net great 
ſtore of Mullets, Baſes, and diuerſe other forts of 
ſuch excellent fiſh, as many as his Net can drawe 
on ſhore : no Riuer where there is not plentie of 
Sturgion, or Salmon, or both; all which are to be 
had in abundance obſeruing but their ſeaſons. But 
if a man will goe at Chriſtmaſſe to gather Cherries 
in Rent, he may bedecciued; though there be plen- 
tie in Summer: fo, heere theſe plenties haue each 
their ſeaſons, as L haue expreſſed. We for the moſt 
part had little but bread and vineger: and though 
the moſt part of Iuly when the fiſning decaied 
they wreught all day, laie abroade in the Iles 
| all 
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all night, and lived on what they found, yet were 
not ſicke: But I would wiſh none put himſelf long 
to ſuch plunges; except neceſsitie conſtraine it: yet 
worthy is that perſon to ſtarue that heere cannot 
liue; if he haue ſenſe, ſtreugth and health: for, there 
is no ſuch penury of theſe bleſsings in any place, 
but that a hundred men may, in one houre or two, 
make their prouiſions for a day : and hee that hath 
experience to mannage well theſe affaires, with for- 
tie or thirtie honeſt induſtrious men, might well 
vndertake (if they dwell in theſe. parts) to ſubiect 
the Saluages, and feed daily two or three hundred 
men, with as good corne, fiſh, and fleſh, as the 
earth hath of choſe kindes, and yet make that labor 
but their pleaſure: prouided that they haue engins, 
that be proper for their purpoſes... 

Who can deſire more content, that hach ſmall Anoteformen, 
meanes; or but only his merit to aduance his for- — 
tune, then to tread, and plant that ground hee mcaver. 
hath purchaſed by the hazard of his life? If he haue 
but the taſte of virtue, and magnanimitie, what to 
ſuch a minde can bee more pleaſant, then planting 
and building a foundation for his Poſteritie, gotte 
from the rude earth, by Gods bleſsing & his owne 
iaduſtric, without preiudice to any ? If hee haue 
any graine of faith or zeale in Religion, what can 
her doe leſſe hurtfull to any; or more agreeable to 
God, then to lecke to convert choſe poore Salua- 
ges to know Chriſt, and humanitie, whoſe labors 
wich diſcretion will triplo requite thy charge and 
paines ? What ſo truely ſutes with honour and — 

| neſtie, 
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neſtie, as the diſcovering things vnknowne ? ere- 
Qing Townes, peopling Countries, informing the 
ignorant, reforming things vniuſt, teaching virtue; 
& gaine to our Natĩuemother- countrie a kingdom 
to attend her: finde imployment for choſe that are 
idle, becauſe they know not what to doe : ſo farre 
from wronging any, as to cauſe Poſteritie to re- 
member thee; and rcemembfringrhee, euer honour 
that remembrance with praiſe / Conſider: What 
were the beginnings and endings of the Monarkies 
of the Chaldeans, the Syrians, the Grecians, and Ro- 
wares, but this one rule; What was it they would 
not doe, for the good of the commonwealth, or 
their Mother-citic ? For example: Rome, What 
made her ſuch a Monarcheſſe, but onely the aduen- 
tures of her youth, not in riots at homcʒbut in dan- 
—— ? and eee and e — 
their experience, when they grewe aged. t 
was their ruine and hurt, but = Theexcefle of 
idleneſſe, the fondneſſe of Parents, the want of ex- 
perience in Magiſtrates, the admiration of their 
| honours, the contempt of true merit, 
their vniuſt jealoſies, their politicke incredulities, 
their hypocriticall ſeeming goodneſſe, and their 
deeds of ſecret lewdnefle? finally, in fine, growing 
onely formall temporiſts, all that their predeceſſors 
got in many yeart, they loſt in few daies. Thoſe b 
their pains & vertues became Lords of the world; 
they by their caſe and vices became ſlaues to their 
ſeruants. This is the difference betwixt the vſe of 
Armes in the field, & on the monuments of ones, 
the 
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the golden age and the leaden age, proſperity and 
mile rie, iuſtice and corruption, ſubſtance and ſha. 
dowes, words and deeds, experience and imagi- 
nation, making Commonwcalths and marring 
Commonwealths, the fruits of vertue and the 
concluſions of vice. 

Then, who would liue at home idly (or thinke 
in himſelfe any worth to liue) onely to eate, drink. 
and ſleepe, and ſodie? Or by conſuming that care- 
le ſly, his friends got worchily? Or by vſing that 
miſetably. that maintained vertue konefily ? Or, 
for being deſcended nobly, pine with the vaine 
vaunt of great kindred, in penuric? Or (to main- 
taine a filly ſhewe ot bravery.) toyle out thy 
heart, ſoule, and time, baſcly, by ſhifts, tricks, 
cards, & dice? Or by relating newes of others ac- 
tions, ſharke here or there for adinner, or ſupper; 
deceiue ihy fi iends, by ſaire promiſes, and diſsimu- 
lation, in borrowing where thou neuer intendeſt 
to pay; offend the lawes, ſurſeit with exceſſe, bur- 
den thy Country. abuſe thy ſelfe, deſpaire in want, 
and then couzen thy kindred, yea euen thine owne 
brother, and wiſh thy parents death (I will not 
ſay damnation) io haue their eſtates? though thou 
ſeeſt what honours, and rewards, the world yet 
hath for them will ſecke chem and worthily de- 
ſerue them. | 

I would be ſory to offend, or that any ſhould 
miſtake my honeſt meaning: for I wiſh good te 
all, hurt to none. But rich men for the moſt part 
are growne to that dotage, . in 

1 E | their 
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their wealth, as though there were no accidene 
tould end it: or their life. And hat helliſh care do 
luch take ro make it their owne milerie, and their 
Countries ſpoile, eſpecially when there is moſt 
neede of their imployment? drawing by all man- 
ner of inuentions, from the Prince and his honeſt 
ſubiects, euen the vitall ſpirits of their powers and 
eſtates: as if their Bagges, or Bragges, were ſo 

owerfull a defence, the malicious could not aſ- 
Ault them; when they are the onely baite, to cauſe 
vs not to be onely aſlaulted; but betrayed and 
murdered in our one ſecurity, ere we well per- 
ceiue it. 


Ancxampleof May not the miſerable ruine of Conſtantinople,

their impregnable walles, riches, and plealures laſt 
taken by the Tarke (which are bur a bit, in compa· 
riſon of their now mightines) remember vs, of the 
effects of private couetouſneſs? at which time the 
60d Exeperour held himſelſe rich enough; to haue 
uch rich ſubiects, ſo formall in all exceſſe of va- 
nity, all kinde of delicacie, and prodigalitie. His 
pouertie. when the Tarte beſieged, the citizens 
b boſe marchandizing thoughts were onely to 
ger wealth, little conceiuing the deſperate reſoluti- 
on of a valiant expert enemy) left the Emp. ſo long 
to his concluſions, hauing ſpencall he had to pay 
his young, raw, diſcontented Souldiers ; that ſo- 
dainly he, they, and their citie were all a prey to the 
deuouring Toke: And what they would not ſpare 
for the maintenance of them who aduentured 
$heix liues to defend chem, did ſerue onely their 
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enemies to torment chem, their friends, and coun- 
trey, and all Chriſtendome to this preſent day. 
Let this lamentable example remember you that 
are rich ({ceing there are luch great theeues in the 
world to robbe you) not grudge to lend ſome pro- 
portion, to breed them thut haue little, yet willing 
to learne how to defend you: for, it is too late 
when the deede is a-doing. The Romanes eſtate 
hath beene worſe chen this: for, the meere coue- 
touſnefle and extortion of a few of them, ſo moo- 
ued the reſt, that not hauing any imployment, but 
contemplation; theit great iudgements grew to ſo 
great malice, as themſelues were lufficient to de- 
ſtroy them ſelues by faction: Let this mooue you 
to embrace imployment, for thoſe whole educati- 
ons, ſpirits, and judgements, want but your pur- 
ſes;z not onely to preuent ſuch accuſtomed dan- 
gers, bur allo to gaine more thereby then you 
haue. And you fathers that are either ſo fooliſhly 
fond, or ſo milerably oouetous, or ſo willfully ig- 
norant, or ſo negligently careleſſe, as that you will 
rather maintaine your children in idle wantonneſs, 
till they growe your maſters; or become ſo baſe- 
ly vnkinde, as they wiſh nothing but your deaths; 
ſo that both ſorts growe diſſolute: and although 
you would wiſh them any where to eſcape the 
gatlowes, and eaſe your cares; though they ſpend 
you here one, two, or three hundred pound a yeer; 
you would grudge to giue halfe ſo much in ad- 
uenture with them, to obtaine an eſtate, which ia 


a ſmall time but with a little aſsiſtance of your

rouidence , might bee better then your owne; 
Bocif an Angell ſhould tell you, that any place yet 
vnknowne can afford ſuch fortunes; you would 
not bclecuc him, no more then Columbus was be- 
leeued there was any ſuch Landas is now the well 
knowne abounding America; much leſſe ſuch 
large Regions as are yet vnknowne, as well in A. 
merica, as in Africa, and Aſia, and Terra incog- 
ita; whicre were courſes for gentlemen (and them 
that would be ſo reputed) more ſuiting their qua- 
lities, then begging from their Prinees generous 
diſpoſition, the labours of his ſubiects, and the 
very marrow of his maintenance. 
J haue not beene lo ill bred, but I haue taſted 
of Plenty and Pleaſure, as well as Want and Mi 
ſerie: nor doth necelsity yet, or occaſion of diſ- 
content, force me to theſe endeauors: not am l ig- 
norant what {ma}! chanke 1 ſtall haue for my 
paines; ot that many would haue the Worlde 
imagine them to be of great iudgement, that can 
but blemiſh theſe my delignes, by their witty ob- 
jections and detractions: yet (Ihope) my reaſons 
with my deeds, will ſo preuaile with ſome, that I 
ſhall not want imployment in theſe affaires, ro 
m ile the moſt blinde fee his owne ſenſelelneſſe, & 
incredulity; Hoping that gaine will make them af- 
fe that, which Religion, Charity, and the Com- 
mon good cannot. le were but a poore deuice in 
me, To deceive my (clfe ; much more the King, & 
State, my Friends, and Countrey, with theſe in- 
ducements: which, ſceiog his Maicſtic hath giuen 
pern: 
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permiſsion, [ wiſh all forts of worthie, honeſt, in- 


duſtrious ſpirits, would vnderſtand: and if they 
deſire any further ſatisfaction, I will doe my beſt 
to giue it: Not to perſwade them to goe onely; 


but goe with them: Not leaue them there; but 
liue wich them there. I will not ſay, but by ill pro- 
viding and vndue managing, ſuchcourſes may be 
taken, may make vs miſcrable enough: But if I 
may haue the execution of what I have pioiectedʒ 
if they want to eate, let them catc or neuer digeſt 
Me. If I performe whit I ſay, I deſire but that re- 
ward out of the gaines may ſure my paines, qua- 
lity, and condition. And if I abuſe you with my 
tongue, take my head for ſatisfaftion. It any diſ- 
like at the yeares end, defraying their charge, by 
my conſent they ſhould freely returae. ] feare not 
want of companie ſufficient, were it but knowne 
what I Kno of thoſe Coun: ries; & by the proofe 
of that wealth I hope yearely ro returne, if God 


pleaſe to bſeſſe me from ſuch accidents, as are be- 
yond my power in realon to prevent: For, I am 


not ſo (imple, to thinke, that euer any other mo- 
tiue then wealth, will euer erect there a Com- 
monweale; or draw-companie ſrom their euſe and 
humours at home, to ſtay in New England to effect 


my purpoſes.

angling, may take diuerſe ſorts of excellent fiſh, at 
their pleaſures? And is it not pretty ſport, to pull 
vp two pence, ſix pence, and twelue pence, as faſt 
as you can hale and veare a line ? He is a very bad 
fiſher, cannot kill in one day with his hooke and 
line, one, two, or three hundred Cods: which dieſ- 
ſed and dryed, if they be ſouldthere for ten ſnil- 
lings the hundred, though in England they will 
giue more then twentic z may not both the ſcr- 
uant, the maſter, and marchant, be well content 
with this gaine? If a man worke but three dayes 
in ſeauen, he may get more then hee can ſpend, 
vnleſſe he will be exceſsiue. Now that Carpenter, 
Maſon, Gardiner, Taylor, Smith, Sailer, Forgers, 
or what other, may they not make this a pretty 
recreation though they fiſh but an houre in a day, 
to take more then they cate in a weeke: or?if they 
will not cate it, becauſe there is ſo much — 

choice 
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choiſe; yet ſell it, or change it, u ith the fiſner men, 
or marchants, for any thing they want. And what 
ſport doth yeeld a more pleaſing content, and lefle 
hurt or charge then angling with a hooke, and 
croſs ing the lweete ay re from lle to lle, ouer the 
ſilent ſtrcames of a calme Sca? wherein the moſt 
curious may finde plcalure, profit, and content. 
Thus, though all men be not fiſhers: yct all men, 
whatloeuer, may in other matters doe as well. 
For neceſsity doth in theſe caſes ſo rule a Com- 
monwealth, and cach in their ſcuerall functions, 
as their labours in their qualities may be as pioſi- 
_— becauſe there is a neceſsary mutuall vie. of 
all. 


For Gentlemen, what exerciſe ſhould more de- Imployments 
light them, then ranging day ly thoſe vaknowne for genilemea. 


rts, vſing fowling and fiſhing, for hunting and 
auking? and yet you ſhall ſee the wilde haukes 
giue you ſome pleaſure, in ſecing them ſtoope (ſix 
or ſeauen after one another) an houre or two to- 
get her, at the skuls of fiſh in the faire barbours, 
as thoſe a-ſhore at a foule ; and neuer trouble nor 
rorment your ſelues, with watching, mewing, fee- 
ding, and attending them: nor kill horieand man 
with running & crying, See you nat a hauk? For hun- 
ting alſo: the woods, lakes, and rivers, affoord nor 
onely chale ſufficient, for any that delights in that 
kinde of toy le, or pleaſure; but ſuch beaſts to 
hunt, that beſides the delicacy of their bodies for 
food, their skins are ſo rieh, as may well recom- 
pence thy dayly labour, with a Captains pay.

for labourers, 
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For labourers, it thoſe that ſowe hemp, tape, 
turnups, parinips, carrats, cabidge, and ſuch like; 
giue 20, 30, 40, 50 ſhillings yearcly for an acre 
of ground, and meat diinke and wages to vie it, 
and yet grow rich: when better, or at leaſt as good 
ground, may be had and coſt nothing but labour; 
it ſeemes ſtrange to me, any ſuch ſhould there grow 
poore. 

My purpoſe is not to perſwade children from 
their parents ʒmen from their wives; nor ſeruants 
from their maſters: onely, ſuch as with free con- 
ſent may be ſpared: But that cachpariſh, ot village, 
in Citie, or Countrey, that will but app ell their 
fatherleſſe children, of thirteene or fouiteen years 
of age, or young maricd pcople, that haue ſmall 
wealth to live on; heere by their labour may liue 
exceeding well: prouided alwaies that firſt there 
Dee a ſufficient power to command them, houſes 
to receiue chem, meanes co defend chem, and meet 

ilions for them; for, any place may 
bee ouerlain: and it is moſt neceſſarie to haue a 
ſortreſſe (ere this grow to practice) and ſufficient 
maſters (as, Carpenters, Maſons, Fiſhers, Fow- 
ders, Gardinets, Husbandmen, Sawyers, Smichs, 
Spinſters, Taylors, Weauers, and ſuch like) to 
tale ten, twelue, or twentie, oras ther is. occaſion, 
for Apprentiſes. The Maſtersby this may quicklie 
.growe rich; theſe may learne their trades them- 
ſelues, to doe the like; to a generall and an incre- 


-dible benefit, for King. and Countrey, Maſter, and 


Seruant.

their affronts, and defeats, their dangets and miſe- 
ries ; which with ſuch incomparable honour and 
conſtant reſolution, ſo farre beyond beleeſe, they 
haue attempted and indured in their diſcoueries & 
plantations, as may well condemne vs, of toomuch 
imbecillitie, ſioth, and negligence: yet the Authors 
of thoſe new inuentions, were held as ridiculous, 
for a long time as now are others, that doe but ſeek 
to imitate their vnparalleled vertues. And though 
we ſee daily their mountaines of wealth (ſprong 
from the ho of their generous indeuours) yer 
is our leu ſualitie and vntowardneſſe ſuch, and fo 
great, that wee either ignorantly belecue nothing; 
or ſo curiouſly conteſt, ro preuent wee knowe not 
what future euents; that ce either ſo neglect, or 
2 and diſcourage the preſent, as wee ſpoile 

in che making. crop all in the blo@minig; & buil- 
ding vpon faire ſand, rather then rough rockes, 
iudge that wee knowe nor, gouer ne chat wee haue 
nor, feare that which is not; and for feare ſome 
ſhould doe too well, force ſuch againſt their willes 
to be idle or as ill. And whois he hath indgement, 
courage, and any induſtrie or qualitie with vnder- 
ſtanding, will leaue his Countrie, his hopes at home, 
his certaine eſtace, his friends, pleaſures, libertie, & 
the preferment ſweete Exglana doch afford to all 
degrees, were it not to aduance his ſortunes hy in- 
ioy ing his deſerts? whole, proſperitie once appea- 
ring, will incourage _ but ic muſt becheriſh- 
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ed as a childe, till it be able to goe, and vnderſtand 
it ſelle; and not corrected, nor oppreſſed aboue it 
th, ete it knowe w herefore. A child can nei- 

ther perſorme the office, nor deedes of a man of 
Arengch, nor indure that afflition He is able; nor 
cin an Apprentice at the firſt perſorme the part of 
& Maiſter. And if twentie yeeres bee required to 
malte a child a man, ſeuen yeares limited an ap- 
prentice for his trade: if icarce an age be ſufficiene 
to mate a wiſe man a States man; and common» 
ly. a man dies ere he hath learned to be dilereet: If 
perfection be ſo hard to be obtained, as of neceſai- 
tie there muſt bee practice, as well as theorick : Let 
no man much condemae this paradox opinion, to 
my. that halfe ſeauen yeeres is ſcarce ſufficient, for 
agood capacitie, to learne intheſe affaires, how to 
carrie himſelſe: and who euer 8 in _ = 
mote places the erecting ot a Colony, ſhall finde 
at the ende of ſeauen yeares occaſion enough to vie 
all his diſcretion: and, in the term all the con- 
tent, rewards, ganes, and hopes will be neceſſarily 
xequired, to be given to the beginning, till it bee 
ablerocrcepe, to ſtand, and goe, yet time enough 
to keepe it fromrunning, for there is no feare it wil 
w too faſt, or euer to any thing; except libertic 
ofic, honor, and proſperitie there found, more 
inde the planters of thoſe affaires, in deuotion to 
eſſect it; then bondage, violence, tyranny, ingrati- 
tude, and ſuch double dealing, as bindes free men 
to become ſlaues, and honeſt men turne knaues: 
which hath ever bin che ruine of the moſt popular 
com- 
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common-weales ; and is verie vnlikelie euer well 
to begin in a new. 


Wbo ſeeth not what is the greateſt good ofthe — bliſe of 


Spanyard, but thele new concluſions, in 

thole vnknowne parts of this vnknowne world? By 
which meanes hee diues even into the verie ſecrers 
of all his Neighbours, and the moſt part of the 
world: and when the Por:ugale and Spanyard had 
found the Eaſt and Weſt Indies; how many did con- 
demn themlelues. chat did not accept of that honeſt 
offer of Noble Columbus? who, vpon our neglect, 
brought them to it, perlwading our ſelues the 
world had no ſuch places as they had found: and 
yet euer ſince wee finde, they ſtill (from time to 
time) haue found new Lands, new Nations, and 
trades, and ſtill daily dooe finde both in A ſia, 
Afrira, Terra incognits, and America; ſo that there 
is neither Soldier nor Mechanick, from the Lord 
to the begger, but thoſe parts afforde them all im- 
ploimenc ; and diſcharge their Natiue ſoile, of ſo 
many thouſands of all ſorts, that elſe, by their ſloth. 
pride, and imperfections, would long ere this haue 
troubled their neighbours, or haue eaten the pride 
of Spaine it ſelſe. 

Now he knowes little, that knowes not England 
may well ſpare many more peoplcthen Shame, and 
is as well able to furniſh them with all manner of 
neceſſaries. And ſeeing. for all they haue, they ceaſe 
not ſtill to ſearch for that they haue not, and know 
not; It is ſtrange we ſhould be ſo dull, as not main- 
taine that which wee haue, and purſue that wee 

G2 know. 
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- knowe. Surely I am ſure many would caſte it iff, 
to bee abridged of the ticles and honours of their 
predeceſſors: when if but truely they would iudge - 
them(ſclues ; looke how inferior they are to their 
noble vertues, ſo much they are vnwoi thy of their 
honours and liuings: which neuer were ordained 
for ſhowesand ſhadowes, to maintaine idleneſſe & 
vice; but to make them more able to abound in 
honor, by heroycall deeds of action, iudgement, 
pietie, and vertue. What was it, They would not 
doe both in purſe and perſon, for the good of the 
Commonwealth ? which might moue them pre- 
ſently to ſet out their ſpare kindred in theſe gene. 
rous deſignes. Religion, aboue all things, ſhould 
moue vs (eſpecially the Clergie) if wee were reli« 
gious, to ſhewe our faith by our workes ; in con- 
uo ting choſe poore ſaluages, to the knowledge of 
God, ſeeing what paines the Spanyerds take to 
being t hem to their adulterated faith. Honor might 
moue the Gentrie, the valiant, and induſtrious and 
the hope and aſſurance of weakh, all; if wee were 
that we would fecme, and be accounted. Ot be we 
fo ſar inferior toother nations, or our ſpirits ſo far 
deiected, from our auncient predeceſſors, or our 
mindes ſovpon ſpoile, piracie, and luch villany, as 
to ſerue the Portugall, Spanyard. Dutch, French, or 
Turke (as to the · coſt ol Europe, too many dooc) 
rather then our God, our King, our Country, & our 
ſelues ? excuſing our idl.neſſe, and our baſe com- 
PR want of imp'oiment; when hecre is luch 
choilcof allforrs, and for all degrees, inthe plan- 
ung 
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ting and d ilcouering theſe North parts of Ame. 
rica. |

I conſeſſe, I could haue wiſhed them as many 
thouſands, had all other prouiſions bin in like pro- 
tion: nor would I haue had. ſo fewe; could I 
[Lag had meanes for more: yet (would God haue 
pleaſed wee had ſafely art iued) I neuer had the like 
authoritic, freedom, and prouition, to doe ſo well. 
The maine aleiſtance next God, 4 had to this ſmall 
number, was my acquaintance among the Salua- 
ges; eſpecially, with Dobawnida, one of their grea- 
teſt Lords; whohad lived long in England. By the 
meanes of this proud Saluage, L did not doubt but 

quickly to haue gotte thae crodit with the reſt of 
his friends, and alliants, to haue had as many ot 
them, as I deſired in any deſi ne l intended, and 
chat trade alſo they had, y ſuchakinJof — 
3 = 
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of their Counttie commodities 3 which both with 
eaſe & ſecuritie in their ſeaſons may be vſed. With 
him and diverſe others, I had concluded to inhabit, 
and defcnd them againſt the Terer tynes; with abet- 
ter then the French did them w hoſe tyranny 
did inſotce them to imbrace my offer, with no 
{mall deuotion. And though many may thinke me 
more bolde then wilc, in regard of their power, 
dexteritie, treacherie, and inconſtancic, having ſo 
deſperately aflaulied & betraied many others: I ſay 
but this (becauſe with ſo many. I baue many times 
done much more in Yirgimia, then I intended 
heere, when I wanted that experience Virginia 
taught me) that to mee it ſeemes nodaunger more 
then ordinarie. And though I know my ſelfe the 
meaneſt of many thouſands, whole apprehenſive 
ER pearce beyond the boundes of m 
ilities, into the hidden things of Nature, Art, 
and Re aſon: yet I intreate ſuch giue me leaue toex- 
cuſe my ſelſe of ſo much imbecillitie, as to lay, that 
in thele eight yeares which | haue been conuerſant 
with theſe affairs, I haue not learned there is a great 
difference, bet wixt the directions and iudgement 
of experimentall knowledge, and the ſuperſiciall 
coniecturc of variable relation: wherein rumor, hu- 
mor, or miſpriſion haue ſuch power, that oft times 
one is enough to beguile twentie, but twentie not 
fufficiencrokcep one from being deceiued. There- 
fore I know no reaſon hut to ble? ue my own cies, 
before any mans imagination, that is but wreſted 
fromthe conccits of my owne proietts, and indca- 
ours. 
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wours. But I honor, with all aſſection, the coumell 
and inſtructions of iudiciall directions, ur any other 
honeſt aduertiſement; ſo ſarre to obletue, as they 
tie mee not to the c ueltie of vaknowne events, 

T heſe ate the inducements that thus drew me 
to neglect all other imployments, and ſpend my 
time and beſt abilities in theſe aduentures. Where- 
in, though I haue had many diſconragements by 
the ingratitude of ſome, the malicious ſlindets of 
others, che falſencſſe of friendes, the trechery of 
cowards, and ſlo w neſſe of aduenturcrs; but chief 
ly by one Huxs, who was Maſter of the ſhip, with 
whom oft arguing theſe proieRs, for a plantation, 
howeuerhce ſeemed well in words to like it, yet 
he practiced io haue robbed mee of my plots, and 
obſeruations, and ſo to leaue me alone in a deſolate 
He, to the fury of famine, and all other excreami- 
ties (left I ſhould haue acquainted Sir Thomas 
Smith, my Honourable friend, & the Coun- 
cell of Yirgimis) to the end, he and his aſſociates, 
might ſecretly ingroſſe it, ere it were know ne to 
to the State: Vet that God that alway hath kept 
me from che worſt of ſuch practices, delivered me 
from the worſt of his diſeimulations. Notwith- 
ſtanding after my departure, hee abuſed the Salua- 
ges where hee came, and betrayed twenty ſeauen 
of theſe poore inaocent ſoules, which he ſould in 
Spaine ſor ſlaues, to mooue their hate againſt our 
Nation, aſwell as to cauſe my proceedings to be ſo 
much the more difficult. 

Now, returning in the Back, in n 
guſt 
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guſt, I arriued at Plimouth: where imparting thoſe 
my purpoſes co my honourable fricude oil Fer- 
nd. Gorge , and ſome others ; I was ſo in- 
couraged, and allured to haue the managing their 
auihoritie inthoſcparts, dui ing my life, that I in- 
gaged my ſelfe to vnderiale it ſur them. Arriving 
at — I found allo many promiſe me ſuch al- 
ſiſtanoe, that I entertained Auichuell Cooper the 
Maſter, who returned with mee, and others of 
the company. How hee deali with others, or o- 
thers with him I know not: But my publike pro- 
creding gaue ſuch incouragement, t hat it became ſo 
well apprehended by ſome fewe of the Southren 
Company, as theſe proiects were liked, & lie furni- 
ſhed from London with foure ſhips at Sea, before 
they ac Plimouth had made any prouiſion at all, 
but onely a ſhip cheefely fer out by ſir Ferdinando 
Gorge 3 which-vpon Huus late trecherie umong the 
Saluages, recurncd as ſhee went, and did lictle or 
nothing, but loſt her time. I muſt conſeſſe I was 
beholden tothe ſetters forih of the foure ſhips that 
went with Cooper ; in that they offered mee that 
imploiment if I would accept it: and I finde, my 
refuſall hach incurred ſome of their diſpleaſures, 
whoſc fauor and loue I exceedingly deſire, if I may 
honeſtly inioy it. And though they doe cenſure me 
as oppaoſite to theit proccedings 3 they ſhall yet ſtill 
in all my words and deedes finde, ii is their error, 
not my fault, that occaſions their diſlile: for ha- 
uing ingaged my ſelfe in this buſineſſe ro the Welt 
Countic ; J had heene verie diſhoneſt —_— 
roke 
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broke my promiſe; nor will I ſpend more time ig 
diſcoucrie, or fiſhing, till I may goe with a com- 
panie for plantation: for, I know my grounds, 
Yet euery one that reades this booke can not put 
it in practice; though it may helpe any that haue 
ſcene thoſe parts. And though they endeauour to 
worke me cuen out of my owne deſignes, I will 
not much envy their fortunes: but, I would bee 
ſory, their intruding ignorance ſhould, by their 
defailements, bring thoſe certainties to doubtful- 
neſſe: So that the buſineſſe proſper, I haue my de- 
ſire; be it by Londoner, Scot, Welch, or Engliſh, that 
are true ſubiects to our King and Countiey: the 
good of my Countrey is that I ſecke; and there is 
more then enough for all, if they could bee con- 
tent but to proceed. 


At laſt it pleaſed Sir Ferdinands Gorge, and Ma- The occafion | 
Ner Doctor Sutliſſe Deane of Exceter, to conceiue n 


ſo well of theſe proiects, and my former imploy- 
ments, as induced them to make a new aduenture 
with me in thoſe parts, whither they haue ſo often 
ſent to their cõtinuall loſſe. By whoſe example, ma- 
ny inhabitants of the weſt Coũtry, made promiſes 
of much more then was looked he but their pri- 
uate emulations quickly qualified that heat in the 
greater number; ſo that the burden lay principal 
ly onthem, and ſome few Gentlemen my friends, 
in London. In the end I was furniſhed with a Ship 
of 2.00, and another of 50. But ere I had ſayled 
120 leagues, ſhee broke all her maſts; pumping 


each watch 5 or 6600 ſtrokes: onely her ſpret ſaile 
| H remai- 
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remayned to ſpoon before the wind, till we had re- 
accommodated a lury maſt, & the reſt, to returne 
eee for Plimenth. My Vice-admirall becing loſt, not 
ters with pyrata knowing of this, proceeded her voyage: Now with 
mende the remainder of thoſe proviſions, I got out again 
French, in a ſmall Barke of 60tuns with 30 men (for this 
of 200 and prouiſion for 70) which were the 16 
before named, and 14 other ſaylors for the ſhip. 
With thoſe I ſet faile againe the 2 40f lune: where 
what befell me (becauſe my actiaus and writings 
are ſo publicke to the world, enuy ſtill ſeeking to 
ſcandalize my indeauours, & ſeeing no power but 
death, can ſtop the chat of illrongues, nor imagi- 
nation of mens mindes) leſt my owne relations 
of thoſe hard euents, might by ſome conſtruQors, . 
be made doubtfull, I haue thought it beſt to in- 
ſert the examinations of thoſe proceedings, ta- 
ken by Sir Lewis Stukley a worthie Knight, and 
8 of Deuamſbire; which were as fol 
loweth.

The Cup- 
taines anſyer was, he could uot command her, nor 
come hen hee would: ſo this examinate fell on 
ſterne; and that night left his (aid Captaine alone 
amongſt the French men, in this manner, by the 
command of Chambers, Ainter, and others.

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A Jouble tea Mow the cauſe why the French detayned me a- 


gaine, was the ſuſpicion this Chambers and A- 
ter gaue them, that I would reuenge my ſelfe, vpon 
the Bank, or in New found Lana, of all the French [ 
could there incounter; & how I would haue fired 
the ſhip, had they not ouerperſwaded mee: and 
many other ſuch like tricks to catch but opportu- 
nie in this maner to leaue me. And thus they retur- 
ned to Plimoath; and perforce with the French I 
thus proceeded. 

Being a Fleet of eight or nine ſayle, we watched 


— of for the Net Indies fleet, till ill weather ſeparated vs 


from the other 8. Still we ſpent our time about the 
Iles necre Fyall: where to keepe my perplexed 
thoughts from too much meditation of my miſe- 
rablc eſtate, I vrit this diſcourſe; thinking to haue 
ſent it you of his Maieſties Councell, by tome ſhip 
or other: for I ſaw their purpoſe was to take all 
they could. At laſt we were chaſed by one Captain 
Barra, an Engliſh Pyrat, in a ſmall ſhip, with ſome 
twelue peeces of ordinance, about thirty men, and 
neer all ſtarued. They ſought by curteſie relecfe 
of vsz who gaue them ſuch faire promiſes, as at 
laſt wee betrayed Captaine Poll:;#on (his Liefte- 
nant ) and foure or ſiue of their men aboard vs, and 
then prouided to take the reſt perforce. Now my 
part was to be priſoner in the gun · roum, & not to 
ſpeake to any of them vpon my life: yet had Bærra 
knowledge what I was. Then Barra perceiuing wel 
theſe Frenchintents, made ready to fight, and ici 
lion as reſolutely regarded not their _ 
-whic 
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which cauſed vs demurre vpon the matter longer, 

ſom ſixteene houres; and then returned their pri- 

ſoners, and ſome victualls alſo, vpon a ſmall com- 

poſition. The next wee tooke was a ſmall EN 

man of Poole from New found Land. The great ca- 

ben ac this preſent, was my priſon; from whence 

I could ſee them pillage thoſe poore men of all 

that they had, and halte their fiſh when hee was 

gone, they ſould his poore cloathes at the maine 

maſt, by an outcry, which ſcarce gaue each man 

ſeauen pence a peece. Not long after, wee tooke a 

Scot fraught from Saint Michaels to Briftow: hee 

had better fortune then the other. For, having but 

taken a boats loading of ſuger, marmelade, ſuckets, 

and ſuch like, we diſcried foure ſay le, after whom 

we ſtood; who forling their maine ſayles attended 

vs to fight. But our French ſpirits were content 

onely to perceive they were Engliſh red croſſes. 

Within a very (mall time after, wee chaſed foure 

Spaniſh ſhippes came from the Indies: wee fought 

with them foure or five houres, tore their ſayles . 

and ſides; yet not daring to board them, loſt them. 5 

A poore Caruell of Braſile, was the next we cha- 

ſed : and after a ſmall fight, thirteene or fourtcen : 

of her men being wounded, which was the better Aprixewonk 

halfe, we tooke her, with 370 cheſts of ſugar. The 

next was a Weſt Indies man, of 160 tuns, with 

I 250 hides, 5o cheſts of cutchanell, 14 coffers of 

wedges of ſiluer, 8900 ryalls of 8, and (ix coffers Aprizewont _ - 

of the King of Spaines treaſure, beſides the pillage pon.

their fights againſt the Speriards, and be a priſo- 
ner when they tooke any Exghſb. Now though 
the Captaine had oft broke his promiſe, which 
was to put me a- ſhore on the Iles, or the next ſhip 
he tooke; yet at laſt, he was intreated I ſhould goe 
for France in the Caruell of ſugar: himſelf reſolued 
ſtill to keepe the Seas. Within two dayesafter, we 
were haled by two We# indy men: but when they 
{aw vs waue them for the King of France, they 
gaue vs their broad ſides, ſhot through our mayne 
maſt and ſo left vs. Hauing liued thus, neer three 
moneths among thoſe French men of warre; wich 
much adoe, we arriued at the Sia, not far from 
Rochel; where in ſtead of the great promiſes they 
alwaies fed me with, of ra latisfation, and 
full content, they kept me five or (ix daies priſoner 
in the Caruell, accuſing me to bee him that burne 
their Colony in A France; to force mee giue 
them a dikcharge before the ludge of the Admi- 
ralty, and ſo ſtand to their curteſie for ſatisfaction, 


or lie in priſon, or a worſe miſchieſe. To preuent 
this choiſe, in the end of ſuch a ſtorme that beat 


them all vnder Hatches, I watched my opportuni- 
ty to get a-ſhore in their boat; where · into, in the 
1 I ſecretly got: and with a halfe pike 
that lay by me, put a drift for Ras Ile: but che Cur- 
rent was ſo ſtrong and the Sea ſo great, I went a 
drift to Seaztill it pleaſed God the winde ſo turned 
with the tide, that although I was all this fearefull 
night of guſts and raine, in the Sea, the you of 12 
oures 
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houres, when many ſhips were driuen a ſhore, and 


diverſe ſplit (and being with (culling & bayling the 
water tired, I expected each minute would ſinke 
mee) at laſt I arriued in an oazie Ile by Charomue; 
where certaine fowlers found mee neere drowne ], 
and halfe dead, with water, colde, and hunger. By 
thoſe, I found meanes to gette to Rechell ;, where [ 
vnderſtood the man of warre which we left at Sea, 


and the rich prize was ſplit, the Captaine drow-- 


ned and halfc his companie the lame night, within 
leauen leagues of that place, from whence l eſca- 
ped alone, in the little boate, by the mercy ot 
God; far beyond all mens reaſon, or my expectati- 
on. Arriuing at Rechell , vpon my complaint tothe 


Iudge of the Admiralitie, I founde many good 


words, and faire promiſes; and ere long many of 
them that eſcaped drowning, tolde mee the newes 


they heard of my one death: theſe I arrcſting, . 


their ſeuetall examinations did ſo confirme m 


complaint, it was held proofe ſufficient. All which 


being performed according to the order of iuſtice, 


from vader the iudges hand; I preſented it tothe 
Engliſn Ambaſſador then at Burdeaux, where it was 
my chance to ſee the arriuall of the Kings great ma- 


riage brought from Spaine. Of the wrack of the rich 


prize ſome 36000. crownes worth of goods came 
aſhore & was ſaued with the Caruell, which I did 


my beſt to arreſt: the ludge did promiſe me I ſhold 
haue iuſtice; what will bee the concluſion as yet, I 
Ano not. But vnder the colour to take Pirats and T

8 but with ſo much infamy, as — rous cow- 
0 ards could ſuggeſt to excuſe their villanies: But tny 
clothes, bookes, inſtruments, Armes, and what [ 
had, they ſnhared amongſt them, and what they 
liked; fayning, the french had all was wantitiꝑ; and 
had chrowne them into the Sea, tuen their ſhip, 
and all, had they not runne away & left me as they 
did. The — of this mucinie that Ie ould 
finde, I laied by the hecles; the reſt, like themſelues, 
confeſſed the truth as you haue heard. Now how 
I haue or could preuent theſe accidents, I reft at 

our cenſures. But to the matter. . 
Newfound-land at the firſt, I haue heard, was 
held as deſperate a fiſning, as this I proiect in New 
England, F larentia, & the Bante, were alſo as doubt- 
full to the French: But, for all the diſaſters happe- 
ned mee, the buſineſſe is the ſame it was: and the 
Hue ſhips (whereof one was reported more then 
threehundred tunnes) went forward; & found fiſh 
ſo much, that neither Ireland man, nor Newfound- 
land · man, I could heare of hath beene there, will 


rall andebe rall that proceeded on her voyage whey I ipent my

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make voyages of profit: where the Engliſhmen 

haue yet bncenc, all their rerurnes together (except 

Sir Fr. . ae, would ſcarce make one a ſauer 

of neere a douzen I could nominate; though there 
be fiſh ſufficient, as I perſwade my ſelſe, to fraught 
yearely foure or fiue hundred ſayle, or as many as 
will goe. For, this fiſhing ſtretcheth along the Coaſt 

from Cape Cod to Newfound-land, which is ſeauen 

or eight hundered miles at the leaſt; and hath his 
courſe inthe deepes, and by the ſhore allthe yeare 
long; keeping their hants and feedings as thebeaſts 
of the field, & the birds of the aire. But, all men are 
not ſuck as they ſhould bee, that haue vndertaken 
thoſe voiages: and a man that hath hut heard of an 
inſtrument, can hardly vſe it ſo well, as hee that by 
vle hath contriued to male it. All the Ramanes were 
not Scipioes: nor all the Geneweſes, Columbuſes: nor 
all Spanyards,Corteſes: had they diued no deeper in 
the ſecrets of their diſcoueries, then wee, or ſtop- 
ped ut ſuch doubts and paore accidentall chances; 
they had neuer beene remembred as they are: yet 
had they no ſuch certaintics to begin as wee. Bur, 
to conclude, Adam and Eue did firſt beginne this 

innocent worke, To plant the earth to remaine to 

poſteritie but not without labour, trouble & in- 
duſtrie. Ae, and his family, beganne againe the ſe- 
cond plantation; and their ſeede as it ſtill increaſed, 


hath (till planted new Countries, and one countric 


another: and ſo the world to that eſtate it is. But

1 i foure ſhips of 
maſts, from Plimouth this yeare are gone fourc or London, from 


fiue faile : and from London as many; onely to New England. 
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not without much hazard, trauell, diſcontents, and 
many diſaſters. Had thoſe worthie Fathers & their 
memorable off -· ſpring not beene more diligenc for 
vs now in theſe Ages, then wee ate to plant that 
yet vnplanced, for the after livers : Had the ſeede 
of Abraham, our Sauiour Chriſt, and his Apoſtles. 
expoſed themſelues to no more daungers to teach 
the Goſpell, andthe will of God then wee; Euen 
wee our ſelues, had at this preſent been as Saluage, 
and as miſerable as che moſt barbarous Saluage yet 


vnciuilired. The Hebrewes, and Laced emonians,che 


Goths, the Greciuus, the Romas, and the reſt, hat 
was it they would not vndcrtake to inlarge their 
Territories, enrich their ſubicRs, reſiſt their ene 
mies ? Thoſe that were the founders of thoſe 
great Monarchies & their vertues, were no ſiluered 
idle golden Phariſes, but induſtrious iron-ftceled 


Publicans : They regarded more proviſions, and 


neceſſaries for their people, then iewels, riches, 
eaſe, or delight for themſelues. Riches were their 
ſeruants, not their Maiſters. They ruled (as Fa- 
thers, not as Tyrantes) their people as chil- 
dren, not as ſlaues: there was no diſaſter, could 
diſcourage themʒand let none thinke they incoun- 
tered not with all manner of incumbrances. And 
what haue euer beene che workes of the greateſt 
Princes of the earth, but planting of countries, 
and ciuilizing barbarous and inhumane Nations, 
to ciuilitie and humanitic? hole eternall actions, 
fill our hiſtories, Laſtly, the Pertagales, and Spany- 
ards: whole euerliuing actions, before our eyes will 
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teftifie with them our idleneſſe, and ingratitude to 
all poſteritics, and the neglect of our duties in our 
pietie and religion we owe our God, our King, and 
Countrie; and of want charity to thoſe poore lalua- 
ges, whole Countrie wee challenge, vſe and poſ- 
ſeſſe 3 except wee bee but made to vie, and marre 
what our Fore- fathers made, or but onely tell hat 
they did, or eſteeme our ſelues too good to take the 
like paines. Was it vertue in them, to prouide that 
doth maintaine vs? and baſeneſſe for vs to doe the 
like for others? Surely no. Then ſeeing we are not 
borne for our ſelues, but each to helpe other, and 
our abilities are much alike at the houre of our 
birth, and the minute of our death: Sceing our 
good deedes, or our badde, by faith in Chriſts me- 
rits, is all we haue to carrie our ſoules to heauen, or 
hell: Seeing honour is our lives ambition; and our 
ambition after death, to haue an honourable 
memorie of our life: and ſeeing by noe 
meanc wee would hee abated of the 
dignities & glories of our Prede- 
ceſſors; let vs imitate their 
vertues to bee wor- 
thily their ſuc . 
ceſſors.
